DETECTIVES are satisfied the body dis¬ 
covered in the River Lea in Tottenham 
last week is that of missing Ambrose Ball, 
who vanished more than eight weeks ago 
after his wrecked car was found close by. 

A post-mortem examination on Friday at 
Haringey Mortuary proved inconclusive, but 
despite no formal identification having taken 
place, police are confident it is the 30-year-old, 
who mysteriously disappeared on Saturday, 
January 24. 

The family of the father-of-two have been 
informed. 

The body was recovered from the New Cut, off 
Ferry Lane, last Thursday. 

Detectives are treating Mr Ball’s death as unex¬ 
plained. 

Mr Ball, also known as Jay, was last seen dri¬ 
ving his silver BMW from The Fox pub, in 
Green Lanes, Palmers Green, in the early hours 
of January 24. 

His car was in collision with the central reser¬ 
vation in Watermead Way at the junction with 
Sedge Road in Tottenham. 

The car lost one of its front wheels and 
continued down the road, stopping near Totten¬ 


ham Marshes. Police carried out a fingertip and 
marine search of the marshes and Walthamstow 
wetlands days after Mr Ball disappeared. 

They have also issued descriptions of three 


motorists who may have stopped after the 
accident. 

A date of an inquest at Barnet Coroner’s Court 
is still to be confirmed. 


Police shut down cannabis factory after raid 


A CANNABIS factory has been found and shut 
down by police officers in a leafy residential street. 
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Officers from the Bounds Green Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team searched a property in Palace 
Road, Bounds Green, last Monday following 
reports of suspicious activity. 

The landlord of the property had raised the 
alarm after going to the premises and finding the 
locks had been changed. 

Once police had gained entry, they discovered 
a fully-fledged cannabis factory with a small 
quantity of plants and the related electrical 
and hydroponic equipment used to cultivate 
the plants. 

Several of the cannabis plants had already 
been harvested. 


The plants and drug paraphernalia were seized 
by officers. No suspects were found inside the 
address and inquiries continue to trace them. 

Acting Sergeant Roberto Vacca, from Bounds 
Green Safer Neighbourhoods Team, said: 
“These premises contained equipment used 
specifically for the purpose of cultivating 
cannabis. The discovery of this factory and the 
seizure of plants will undoubtedly have an 
impact on the people supplying and selling 
cannabis. 

“We will continue to target those responsible 
for committing offences and any form of 
antisocial behaviour.”

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Bond squeezed out 
in cabinet reshuffle 

Reshuffle sees Alev Cazimoglu win place at top table

CHRIS Bond, one of the borough’s 
most well-known council figures, 
has been removed from his 
cabinet position. 

Mr Bond, who was the cabinet 
member for environment and com¬ 
munity safety, was not re-elected at 
a meeting of Enfield Council’s 
Labour group last week. 

The election of a new cabinet was 
sparked by the resignation of 
Rohini Simbodyal, the then mem¬ 
ber for culture, sport, youth and 
public health, earlier this month. 

Don McGowan, who was the 
cabinet member for health and adult 
social care, decided not to stand 
- meaning there were two vacant 
cabinet positions. 

Other big hitters in the cabinet, 
including finance chief Andrew 
Stafford and Labour group veteran 
Achilleas Georgiou, made it back 
into the cabinet, but Labour stalwart 
Mr Bond was not so lucky. 

The man who has been spear¬ 
heading the campaign to secure 
£30million for the Cycle Enfield 
bike scheme and who helped the 
council secure government backing 


for the by-law to ban spitting in the 
borough, is no longer a cabinet 
member after last week’s elections. 

The Advertiser tried to contact 
Mr Bond for a statement on the loss 
of his cabinet position, but he did 
not return our calls. 

Deputy leader of the council Mr 
Georgiou and the leader of the 
council Doug Taylor also did not 
comment on the decision. 

However, newly-elected cabinet 
member for the health and adult 
social care portfolio Alev Cazi¬ 
moglu, whose daughter is running 
for election to the council in Jubilee 
ward in Edmonton in a by-election 
on May 7 triggered by Ms Sim¬ 
bodyal’s departure, spoke to the 
Advertiser about her role. 

Although keen to stress nothing 
was official until the positions were 
voted on and ratified at the Labour 
group’s annual meeting on May 13, 
she admitted that she was excited 
by the new challenge. 

“I’m really really pleased,” she 
told the Advertiser. 

“It is in an area I feel passionately 
about, having chaired the health and 
well-being scrutiny panel. 

“We know there is a black hole in 
Enfield in terms of a lack of ser¬ 


vices - with more GPs and primary 
care services desperately needed. 

“However, out of the five London 
boroughs of Camden, Islington, 
Haringey, Barnet and Enfield, we 
do the best in terms of setting up 
good care packages for patients. 

“It is good that Enfield is good at 
getting patients out of hospital and 
set up in their own homes with 
care packages.” 

She admitted she would face 
challenges as the cuts to the local 
government grant continue to bite. 

“There are huge health inequali¬ 
ties in the borough with life 
expectancy between the richest 
wards in the borough such as 
Grange and the poorest wards such 
as Edmonton of eight or nine 
years,” she said. 

“That is something we must 
address and look to resolving.” 

The other newcomers in the 
cabinet are Daniel Anderson, who 
was elected to the council in 
Southgate Green ward in the local 
elections in May last year, and 
Nneka Keazor, a ward councillor 
for Enfield Lock. 

The final portfolio assignments 
will be announced and confirmed at 
the Labour group’s annual meeting.

A MOTHER and her children trapped 
when thick smoke engulfed their Pon¬ 
ders End home were among 11 people 
rescued from a blaze at a block of flats. 

Fire brigade officers answering a 999 
call on Thursday evening gave the 
woman survival guidance after she 
became stuck in the building in South 
Street with her young child and baby. 

She became distressed when smoke 
filled the property, blocking their 
escape route. 

Keith Diamond, brigade control duty 
manager, explained that officers calmed 
the woman down and advised her to 
keep low and open a window. Eventu¬ 
ally, firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus reached the flat to lead the trio 
to safety. 

He added: “Meanwhile, control offi¬ 
cers were speaking to other people in 
the flats and this allowed them to pro¬ 
vide the initial fire crews arriving on the 
scene with rapid information on the 
location and number of people trapped 
inside the building so they could quickly 
identify where they were.” 

Firefighters rescued eight other people 
from the block, two of whom were taken 
by ambulance to hospital and a third 
who was treated at the scene. All three 
were suffering from smoke inhalation. 

A woman and a child also left the 


building before firefighters arrived. 

A stairwell on the second floor of the 
four-floor block was gutted in the blaze. 

Five fire engines and about 31 fire¬ 
fighters and officers from Enfield, 


Edmonton and Chingford attended at 
about 6.40pm and had the fire under 
control by 8.15pm. 

The cause of the fire is being investi¬ 
gated. 
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Council urged to hurry 
up and register listed 
building as valued asset

THE future of Trent Park’s listed mansion 
remains in doubt, with a warning that time is run¬ 
ning out to resolve its fate. 

The campaign to protect the Mansion House is 
still unresolved despite public pressure. More 
than 400 people attended a meeting to discuss the 
issue in March. 

The striking building is visited by nearly 
one million people each year, but faces an 
uncertain future after Malaysia’s Allianze Uni¬ 
versity College of Medical Sciences, the owners 
since August 2013, have reportedly run into 
financial trouble. 

The building was sold to them by 
Middlesex University. 

David Burrowes, who is seeking to retain his 
seat as MP for Enfield Southgate in the general 
election on May 7, this week called upon Enfield 
Council to “stop dragging its feet”. 

He urged the authority to make the decision to 
register the mansion house as a community asset 
of value to help secure the building’s future. 

A petition set up to protect the building has 
attracted almost 3,800 signatures. 

Campaigners would like to secure permanent 
public access to the grounds surrounding the 
mansion and see a “long-term public use”' 
adopted, that would preserve and promote the 
building’s history. 

English Heritage has placed the building on its 
at risk register. A spokeswoman for the charity 
said that both the grade II listed park and terrace 
are among its “highest priorities”. 

A spokesman from the council’s Labour group 
said: “Trent Park mansion is an important asset to 
Enfield and must be protected. A working group 


has been set up, cross party, to look at this issue 
and how best the house, and its significant her¬ 
itage, can be saved for the future. 


“The council is currently looking at the idea 
proposed of making the mansion a community 
asset, but there is still much work to be done in 
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accordance with the government’s Localism Act. 
We have, however, committed to doing our 
utmost to preserve this important building.”

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Football club’s 
play-off place 
under threat 

Town could be docked points

ENFIELD TOWN Football Club have 
vowed to appeal against a Football 
Association verdict which has put their 
place in the Ryman League Premier 
Division play-offs under threat. 

Town claimed a 2-0 victory at home 
to Witham Town on the final day of the 
season on Saturday, theoretically 
ensuring that they claimed fifth place 
in the table - and a coveted spot in 
the play-offs. 

However, the club’s promotion 
dreams were dramatically put on hold 
last week when the FA found them 
guilty of fielding an ineligible player 
earlier in the season and left them fac¬ 
ing the threat of a three-point deduc¬ 
tion, which would seem them fall to 
seventh position. 

Town are adamant that they are inno¬ 
cent in the matter, which dates back to 
two matches played by midfielder 
Aryan Tajbakhsh shortly after he 
joined the club in January. 

At that stage Tajbakhsh was facing a 


suspension due to the number of book¬ 
ings he had picked up earlier in the 
season while playing for Cheshunt and 
VCD Athletic. 

But Town were unaware of this as 
the player had not been registered 
properly by his previous clubs, mean¬ 
ing that the FA had three separate 
records for Tajbakhsh. 

Officials from Town later discovered 
that he should have been suspended 
and informed the FA, who asked them 
not to pick Tajbakhsh for their next 
two matches. 

The club complied with this instruc¬ 
tion and say they were informed by the 
FA in February that no further action 
would be taken. 

Nevertheless, officials from Town 
were suddenly informed on Monday 
last week that they had been charged 
with fielding an ineligible player 
and were found guilty at a hearing 
on Wednesday. 

A club statement said: “Given the 
circumstances the club will be likely 
to appeal. 

“We are bewildered at the decision

given that it is accepted that the club 
did nothing wrong and it was impossi¬ 
ble to know the incorrect records made 
by other clubs. 

“We believe the stance of the FA on 
this matter has far-reaching conse¬ 
quences for football and may encour¬ 
age others not to report discrepancies 
in the future.” 

Club chairman Paul Reed added: 
“The fact that so many officials, play¬ 
ers, managers and supporters of other 
clubs have taken the time to show their 
support demonstrates to me how 


strong the sense of injustice is across 
the non-league community. 

“The backing shown to the club rein¬ 
forces the board’s view that we need to 
fight this all the way.” 

The club are taking legal advice. The 
FA declined to comment. 

The play-off semi-final against Hen¬ 
don, which was due to be played 
tomorrow night, has been postponed. 
No new date had been confirmed by 
the time the Advertiser went to press.

Teen broke boy’s 
leg in car smash 

Driver sentenced to two years in a young 
offenders’ institution following police chase

A TEENAGER who drove into an 11-year-old 
boy and broke his leg has pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing serious injury by dangerous driving. 

Aaron Shomade, 19, of Galliard Road, Edmon¬ 
ton, admitted the offence at Wood Green Crown 
Court and was sentenced to a total of two years 
and two months in a young offenders’ institution. 

Shomade was driving his silver Ford Focus in 
Amos Grove at about 3.45pm on February 4 
when he spotted some police officers. 

He drove on to a kerb and over a traffic island 
before going the wrong way around a roundabout. 

He failed to stop after the officers pursued him 
and then was seen crossing to the wrong side of 
the road to overtake traffic, running a red light, 
before turning into Station Road. 

At some stage, Shomade’s car struck the boy, 
breaking his leg. 

He finally drove into the side of a bus in 
Palmers Road, left his car and was detained by 
police in Highview Gardens. 

His sentence includes 22 months for causing 
injury by dangerous driving and four months for 
breaching an Anti-Social Behaviour Order. He 
was also disqualified from driving for two years. 

He was charged with driving with no insurance, 
two counts of breaching an ASBO, dangerous 
driving, driving not in accordance with a licence

and causing serious injury by dangerous driving. 

Sergeant Craig Martin, from Enfield’s Gangs 
Unit, said: “ I hope this is a stark reminder of the 
consequences of driving a vehicle dangerously 
and without the appropriate licence.”

ONE notable thing about this election 
is that it seems animal welfare is on 
the agenda. 

On wildlife crime, the Conservatives 
pledge to continue their strong work in 
the battle to combat the illegal wildlife 
trade, Labour recognises the impor¬ 
tance of fighting wildlife cybercrime 
and the Lib Dems and Greens want to 
increase penalties so that wildlife crime 
does not pay. 

Protection for British wildlife varies 
widely between parties. If the Conserv¬ 
atives win, the controversial badger cull 
may be extended across the country, 
while Labour and the Greens would 
abandon it and the Liberal Democrats 
say they’ll look at the evidence from 
the pilot culls. 

Labour and the Greens have pledged 
to protect the hunting ban, the SNP 
(while it doesn’t mention it in its mani¬ 
festo) opposes hunting with dogs, while 
the Conservatives want to “give parlia¬ 
ment the opportunity to repeal the 
hunting act on a free vote”. 

Of course, many individual candi¬ 
dates go further than their own parties 
in their support for animal welfare, 
including an increasing number of 
anti-hunt Tories.

How calm seas led to salvation for our soldiers 



THE war in Europe ended 70 
years ago, on May 8, 1945. 

With this important 
anniversary about to take 
place, I think your readers 
would be interested in the 
old photograph, right, 
depicting events which 
took place almost exactly 
five years earlier, dramati¬ 
cally revealing just how 
close we came to losing. 

When the British Army 
became trapped at Dunkirk, 
in sheer desperation, King 
George VI called for a 
National Day of Prayer to be 
held on May 26, 1940. 

In a national broadcast he 


instructed the people of the 
UK to turn back to God in a 
spirit of repentance and 
plead for divine help. 

Millions across the British 
Isles flocked into churches 
pleading for deliverance. 

This photograph shows 
the extraordinary scene out¬ 
side Westminster Abbey as 
people queued for prayer. 


Two events immediately 
followed. Firstly, a violent 
storm arose over the 
Dunkirk region grounding 
the Luftwaffe, which had 
been killing thousands of 
soldiers on the beaches. 
Secondly, a calm descended 
on the English Channel, the 
like of which had not been 
seen for a generation, which 


allowed hundreds of tiny 
boats to sail across and res¬ 
cue 335,000 soldiers. 

The Channel became like 
a mill pond. From then on 
people referred to what 
happened as “the miracle 
of Dunkirk”. 

Sunday, June 9, was offi¬ 
cially appointed as a Day of 
National Thanksgiving. 

Had it not been for that 
violent storm and Channel 
calm, the British Army 
would have been destroyed 
and the war lost.

20mph zones would 
speed journeys up! 


K BROWN (“A total silence on air pol¬ 
lution”) and Phil Tsappas (“20mph 
limit benefits us all”) contributed excel¬ 
lent, and related, letters on April 22. 

Why related? Because in London, 
poor air quality is caused mainly by 
traffic and the absence of a default 
20mph speed limit hinders efforts to 
encourage people to walk or cycle. 

Coincidentally, in a recent BBC 
radio broadcast, Professor Susan Jebb, 
a leading researcher, discussed the 
causes of obesity, including insuffi¬ 
cient exercise. 

She made the point that it’s not worth 
lecturing people about these things if, 
at the same time, you have created an 
environment which subverts good 
intentions. And subvert good inten¬ 
tions we have. 

Take a ton or two of metal and add 
permission to speed which bears no 
relationship to fragile human bodies, 
encourage that speed by confining 
people on pavements and on specified 


carriageway crossings, do what you 
can to blame victims - “She/he wasn’t 
wearing high-viz clothing, wasn’t 
wearing a helmet, was too young, 
dashed out in front of me”. 

How daft can a society get? No won¬ 
der kids don’t learn to exercise as a mat¬ 
ter of course by walking or biking to 
school, no wonder they can’t play out¬ 
side even on a purely residential street. 

And, in the current context of Cycle 
Enfield, no wonder adults plead with 
me (I’m 77) not to ride my bike, young 
people are even afraid of biking, par¬ 
ents are afraid to let their children out 
of their sight - all this is in a city, a 
place for people. 

But, magically, an observed 20mph 
changes everything. Traffic can stop 
quickly, injuries are few and rarely 
serious and walkers/bikers stop feeling 
threatened. Even more magically, jour¬ 
ney times are often shorter because 
many pedestrian crossings and traffic 
lights could be removed - excellent for 


improving borough-wide and poor air 
quality hotspots.

Gallipoli

GALLIPOLI troops were remembered in a cere¬ 
mony to mark 100 years since the start of the dis¬ 
astrous World War I campaign. 

Royal British Legion members, Murat Nal- 
calci, from the Turkish Consulate, Garry Manley, 
from the New Zealand High Commission, Cap¬ 
tain Ken Semmens, from the Australian High 
Commission and the Queen’s representative 
Deputy Lieutenant Ann Cable were among the 
onlookers on Sunday. 

Some 100 people gathered in the Memorial 
Gardens in Broomfield Park, Palmers Green. 

More than 100,000 lost their lives in the con¬ 
flict on the Gallipoli headland in Turkey which 
raged from April 25, 1915, until January 1916. 

Troops from the British Empire and France 
battled enemy soldiers in a bid to capture the 
capital of the Ottoman Empire - Constantinople. 

Yasemin Brett, Enfield Council”s cabinet 
member for community organisations, said: “By 
planting an almond tree in the garden we were 
united in honouring those who made the ultimate 
sacrifice in a tragic military campaign.”

PRIME Minister David 
Cameron addressed factory 
shop-floor workers on Tuesday 
morning, delivering a keynote 
speech on the economy during 
a visit to the Edmonton con¬ 
stituency. 

The Tory leader was at the 
factory of navigation and sur¬ 
veillance equipment manufac¬ 
turers Kelvin Hughes, in 
Mollison Avenue, Ponders End. 

In the glare of TV camera 
lights and photographers’ flash¬ 
bulbs, he dismissed claims that 
figures released earlier show¬ 
ing UK economic growth had 
slowed in the last three months 
did not contradict his assertion 
the economy was safe in the 
government’s hands 

Speaking to the Advertiser 
after his speech, when asked 
whether the economy was 
beginning to stagnate, he said: 
“Hold on a second, the econ¬ 
omy is growing by 0.3 per cent 
in the last quarter - that is not 
stagnating, that is still growth.” 

And he denied the Conserva¬ 
tives’ announcement on Tues¬ 
day that it would create 50,000 
new apprenticeships funded by 
fines imposed on Deutsche 


Bank for interest rate rigging 
would see more young people 
trapped in low-paying, so- 
called poverty wage jobs. 

He said: “The point about 
apprenticeships is that they 
lead to people earning a higher 
wage in the rest of their work¬ 
ing lives. Many people take on 
an apprenticeship knowing that 
it is going to lead to a better 
career and a higher standard of 
pay. 

“Also we’re helping by taking 
low paid people out of income 
tax - we’ve got a growing 
economy and we’re creating 
jobs and the apprenticeships 
are a good way of giving peo¬ 
ple the chance of having a 
higher paid job in the future.” 


He also dismissed criticism 
of the Tories’ expansion of the 
right-to-buy scheme to housing 
association tenants - which 
some fear will reduce the capi¬ 
tal’s social housing stock, 
putting further pressure on 
inner London councils to 
rehouse homeless families in 
outer London boroughs such as 
Enfield 

He said: “You can use the 
receipts 
of people buying their own 
homes to build more housing 
association houses, plus we’re 
asking councils to sell off 
the most expensive council 
properties when they become 
vacant to build more available 
homes.” 


Boris boxes clever 


TORY big hitter Boris Johnson patiently posed 
for selfie after selfie as he was mobbed by 
star-struck schoolchildren in Enfield Town 
on Monday. 

The Mayor of London stood on a hastily 
improvised soapbox in Church Street as he 
issued a rallying cry urging people to vote for 
Enfield North’s Tory candidate Nick de Bois on 
May 7. 

For the second time in the space of a 
month, Mr Johnson attempted a walkabout 
through hordes of shoppers and schoolchildren 
in Enfield. 

But his pace along Church Street was 
hampered by celebrity spotters eager to get a 
picture with him. 

Despite being surrounded by local activists 
and councillors, not every shopper he 
encountered in the town was as keen to shake 
his hand and pat him on the back. 

Linzi Clarke, of Windmill Hill, Enfield, who is 
studying for “the knowledge”, so that she can 
become a London black cab driver, and who is 
currently working part time in a florist’s, 
demanded to know what Mr Johnson would do 
to make taxi company Uber adhere to the same 
strict regulations as other forms of public 
transport in the capital. 

Speaking to the Advertiser after confronting 
Mr Johnson, she said: “The person who is in 
charge of TfL at the moment isn’t enforcing 
Uber and so I said to Boris that he’s not 
securing the future of a trade that has been 
going for hundreds of years. 

“He’s saying that he’s going to bring in 
regulation, that the drivers are going to have an 
English test. But he said all of this before about 
Addison Lee before and nothing has ever been 
done about it. I’m doing something to secure my 
son’s future and if he just lets Uber carry on it 
will be pointless.” 

Mr Johnson said of the forthcoming vote: “I 
disapprove of any kind of smugness about 
elections. I believe that the sovereign people will 
decide and the most important thing is that 
Nick has been a fantastic local MP for people.”

Rivals clash over 
‘broken promises’ 


Voters grill candidates during hustings meeting 
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Labour and the Conservatives anxiously wait to 
see if they can scrape a victory in the tightly 
fought seat. 

In an election where every seat desperately 
matters as the chance of an overall majority for 
either party looks increasingly slim, attention 
has turned to the marginal seat of Enfield 
North, where Conservative Nick de Bois 
narrowly wrested the seat from Labour incum¬ 
bent Joan Ryan in 2010 with a slender majority 
of 1,692. 

Five candidates in the upcoming battle - Mr de 
Bois, Mrs Ryan, Liberal Democrat Cara Jenkin- 
son, David Flint, of the Greens, and UKIP’s 
Deborah Cairns - debated their competing 
visions for Enfield in a live broadcast for BBC 
Radio 5 Live on Tuesday morning in an upstairs 
room of the Enfield Islamic Centre, in Hertford 
Road, Ponders End. 

Joe Simpson, who is standing for the Trade 
Union and Socialist Coalition, and Yemi 
Awolola, of the Christian Peoples’ Alliance, did 
not attend the event. 

Given a chance to impress listeners and those 
gathered in the room, Mrs Ryan returned to 
her key campaign focus of David Cameron’s 
broken promises over keeping the accident and 
emergency and maternity units at Chase Farm 
Hospital open. 

Responding to her attack, Mr de Bois hit back, 
saying: “I think we should be very clear about 
this, that in 2008 the Labour government made 
the decision to downgrade the hospital. 

“Then along comes my party leader and says 
this won’t happen and, of course, that utterly 
let down my constituents in my party. 

“None of the major parties can take any 
credit,” added Mr de Bois. 

“What we now need to focus on is we 
have secured a £275million investment in 
bringing all existing services at the hospital 
together in a new, four-storey building that 
will be the first investment in this hospital for 
over 40 years.” 

Seizing on the Conservative candidate’s 
admission that his party had “let down con¬ 
stituents”, the shadow health secretary Andy 
Burnham issued a statement shortly after the 
radio programme aired. 

Labour MP Mr Burnham said: “Even the 
Tories are admitting that David Cameron 
let people down when he broke his promises on 
the NHS. 

“David Cameron posed with a picture 
pledging to save the A&E at Chase Farm, then 
closed it. 

“The promises he made when it was closed - 
of an urgent care centre and better GP services - 
have not been honoured.” 

During the debate, Norma Clarke, who said 
she would be voting for UKIP, explained: “I’m 
a retired lecturer. We need to take control of 
our borders. 

“The infrastructure of our country will fold up 
- it is folding up now.” 

Also in the audience was Enfield North farmer 
David Mwanaka, who said: “My family are from 
Zimbabwe. 

“They used to vote Labour - I would say 
all my brothers and their children would 
vote Labour. 

“But this time around I have noticed that some 
in my language are speaking the Conservative 
language. 

“I’m still a floating voter, but I am hoping 
that by the end of the day I will have 
landed somewhere.”

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Semone’s book recounts 
her remarkable journey

A WOMAN has detailed the ups and 
downs of her rollercoaster life in 
an autobiography that she hopes 
will inspire others to see that there is 
“always hope”. 

Semone Deon King, 55, of Lytton 
Avenue, Enfield Lock, penned her auto¬ 
biography A Rose Amongst Thorns after 
returning from nearly a decade of living 
in Orlando, Florida. 

“I was looking for work when I came 
back here and nothing was happening, 
so one night I was venting to my son 
who said, ‘Mum you have had such an 
interesting life, you should write about 
if,” Semone told the Advertiser. 

“So I sat down and started writing. 
Everything just seemed to pour out of 
me. I would still be writing at one or two 
in the morning, not even aware of time. 

“It took me two months to write the 
book - but then three months to edit it 
because I had such a lot of material.” 

Semone had a lot of life to squeeze 
into those pages of the book that she 
published through Authorhouse. 

The second oldest of nine siblings, her 
life in her home country Jamaica was 
marked by hard work as she helped her 
mother bring up her younger siblings 
and keep house for the large family. 

But when she was 16 years old in 
1976, her mother sent her to London to 
live with a distant male relative. 

In the book she relates what it was like 
to arrive in England, with no family, 
when she was just a teenager. 

“I was terrified, can you imagine?” 
she said. “I was just 16 and had never 
left Jamaica before.” 


In her time living with her mother’s 
cousin in Battersea, in south London, 
she went to college and then began 
working as a clerk in a fruit and 
veg wholesalers . 

Armed with shorthand and typing 
qualifications, she began to work her 
way up the ranks of executive personal 
assistants, before long working exclu¬ 
sively for the bosses of big banks in 
the City. 

Having moved to Enfield in 1982, she 
raised her three sons in the borough. 

But her life took another unexpected 
twist in 2005 when, after going through 
a difficult divorce, she moved once 
again to build a new life for herself 
in Orlando, where she became an 
insurance agent, selling life, dental and 
health packages. 

She lived there for almost ten years, 
but the pull of her family in the UK 
was strong and she returned to Enfield 
this year. 

She wants her book to act as a rallying 
cry for anyone who thinks they can 
never get out of a situation. 

“There is always light at the end of the 
tunnel, there is always hope,” she said. 

“I want people to know that if they 
have a hard time - then God will help. I 
want people to read this book and realise 
that they are not alone - no matter what 
they feel like.” 

And Semone is hoping that the publi¬ 
cation of the book is just the first step on 
the road towards her becoming a fully 
fledged author as she has another book 
in the pipeline.

Show pays tribute to 
ultimate femme-tatale 


Marina's show recalls the 
glamour days of Dietrich

“FALLINK in love again, never vonted to, vot am I 
to do? Can’t heeeellp it.” 

Sung in her trademark, almost lazily sultry style 
and in her clipped German accent, it is the Mar¬ 
lene Dietrich song most people are acquainted 
with, although younger generations probably 
haven’t a clue who she was. 

With her husky vocals and smouldering perfor¬ 
mances on the silver screen, the glamorous 
actress was a Hollywood star in the 1930s and 
1940s, renowned for her sensual and seductive 
femme fatale roles. 

Audiences at Edmonton’s Millfield Theatre, in Sil¬ 
ver Street, can discover what was so mesmeris¬ 
ing about her when versatile international chanteuse 
Marina Laslo pays tribute to the iconic singer and 
actress in the show, Dietrich Letters, on Saturday. 

Using archive materials and letters from the Diet- 
rich estate, it tells the story of how the charismatic 
actress and singer shot to international stardom in 
1930 in the film Blue Angel before moving from 
her native Germany to the USA to embark on a 
dazzling film career. 

She reinvented herself as a cabaret singer in the 
1950s, playing the Sahara in Las Vegas in 1953 
and taking London by storm at the Cafe de Paris 
a year later. Audiences were still flocking to see 
and hear the legend worldwide well into her 70s. 

The show features a collection of many her clas¬ 
sic songs, includingFalling in Love Again, Johnny, 
The Boys in the Back Room and Where Have All 
The Flowers Gone?, all performed by the equally 
captivating Marina. 

She says: “It’s quite a challenge to take on her 
songs, but to be believable you have to throw 
yourself into character and commit entirely to the 
lyrics and tell the story. I’m so looking forward to 
bringing Marlene Dietrich’s music to a whole new 
audience. To quote Marlene’s final words in the film 
Touch Of Evil, ‘It’ll be some kind of a show’.”

film review 


No laurels for new 
version of Hardy cl 


FAR FROM THE MADDING 
CROWD (12A, 119 mins) 

A RECENT re-release of 
John Schlesinger's 1967 
version of Far From The 
Madding Crowd provided a 
timely reminder of the raw 
emotional power of Thomas 
Flardy's late 19th-century novel 
and Julie Christie's luminous 
portrayal of spirited heroine 
Bathsheba Everdene. 

Danish director Thomas 
Vinterberg brings a delicate 
touch to this handsome new 
incarnation, which runs 50 
minutes shorter than its prede¬ 
cessor and is undernourished as 
a consequence. 

One tragic supporting 
character, who should shatter 
our hearts, is reduced to a 
simplistic, two-dimensional plot 
device and the heroine’s 
vacillations between three poten¬ 
tial suitors seem more 
haphazard than usual in a 
noticeably rushed final act. 

Moreover, one of these 
paramours has significantly more 
screen time, so her choice is 
inevitable. 

Feelings are tightly buttoned 
beneath Janet Patterson’s 
splendid costumes and when 
one of the characters does 


eventually lose control and 
commits a fatal “crime of pas¬ 
sion” at a Christmas party, we’re 
just as surprised by the outburst 
as the film’s ducky social set. 

The film opens in 1870 with 
Bathsheba (Carey Mulligan) living 
with her aunt Mrs Hurst on the 
adjacent property to handsome 
sheep farmer Gabriel Oak 
(Matthias Schoenaerts). 

She rebuffs his heartfelt 
advances, telling a crestfallen 
Gabriel: “I don't want a 
husband. I don’t want to be 
some man’s property.” 

Soon after, Bathsheba inherits 
her uncle’s vast estate and defies 
expectation to turn around the 
ailing farm, aided by her com¬ 
panion Liddy (Jessica Barden). 

Gabriel, who has fallen on hard 
times, is hired by Bathsheba as 
the estate’s shepherd and 
continues to pine for her. 

Meanwhile, emotionally 
repressed and wealthy farmer 
William Boldwood (Michael 
Sheen) makes his feelings for 
Bathsheba known, but her head 
is turned by dashing and 
reckless Sergeant Troy (Tom 
Sturridge), whose heart was 
broken at the altar by servant 
girl Fanny (Juno Temple). 

These three suitors leave 
Bathsheba in an emotional whirl 


and when Boldwood offers her 
financial security as his bride, 
she turns to brooding Gabriel 
for advice. 

“I need some who’s objective, 
indifferent,” Fanny tells the 
shepherd. ‘Then I’m afraid 
you’re asking the wrong man,” 
pointedly responds Gabriel. 

Anchored by Mulligan’s 
nuanced performance, Far From 
The Madding Crowd is a visually 
arresting, but ultimately anaemic 
portrait of rural desires. 

Schoenaerts wrestles in vain 
with a West Country accent, 
while Sheen and Sturridge have 
limited screen time to match 
fond memories of Peter Finch 
and Terence Stamp in respective 
roles in the 1967 film. 

While Vinterberg’s vision, 
filmed on location in pastoral 
Dorset, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire, lacks 
emotional heft, it packs a mighty 
visual punch thanks to 
cinematographer Charlotte 
Bruus Christensen. Rolling 
landscapes look invitingly wild 
and untamed, bathed largely in 
natural light, and the nascent 
beauty of leading lady Mulligan 
shines through the artfully 
composed muck and grime.

Party Positions on Bricks and Mortar 

The gloves are off, the sleeves are rolled up and the election bandwagon is well and 
truly rolling. As 7 May creeps ever closer, it’s time to get down to the nitty gritty of 
campaigning and find out what the big players really have in store should they get the 
keys to Number 10 next month. 

When it comes to housing policy, there’s a huge divide among the major parties as to 
which direction the UK should head in with regard to property laws, construction and 
incentives and leg-ups for first-time buyers. The Tories are going all out for the first¬ 
time buyer vote with their proposed policy to allow buyers under 40 years old to 
purchase properties at 20% below market value. This would be funded by their pledge 
to build 200,000 starter homes specifically for this market. 

Other parties are supplying more impressive figures when it comes to new housing, 
with Labour, the Lib Dems and UKIP proposing construction of 200,000, 300,000 and 
200,000 new homes each year respectively, with all parties favouring the introduction 
of new towns and garden cities to cope with increasing demand. UKIP is determined 
to protect greenbelt land and proposes incentives to build affordable housing on 
brownfield sites instead. 

Unsurprisingly, the blue and purple corners are coming out against the mansion tax, 
while Labour has plans to get more heavy handed with owners of vacant properties - 
they intend to double the Council Tax charge for properties that are empty for over a 
year. UKIP has stretched this to five years, with a waver for landlords who reintroduce 
empty properties to the marketplace. 

Labour seems to be the party most intent on fighting on behalf of renters, with a 
number of policies aimed at giving tenants more rights. Among these is introducing a 
cap on private sector rental increases, and also getting rid of estate agent letting fees, 
which can prove an extra financial burden to tenants already having to find large 
deposits and other fees. However, all parties seem to concur that tenancy agreements 
should be increased and rules tightened - with the Green Party pushing for 5-year 
tenancies, with a right to renew unless the landlord is selling the property or intends 
to move into it themselves. 

With the election result still very much up in the air, the only certainty is that there will 
definitely be changes afoot for buyers, tenants, house builders and estate agents. It 
just remains to be seen exactly which changes will be implemented and who they will 
benefit.

L OOK past the Outback’s modest visual 
updates and there’s clear evidence that Sub¬ 
aru has been busy making its crossover-style 
wagon more competitive. 

The Japanese firm has made a number of wel¬ 
come tweaks to the driving experience, with 
changes to the car’s steering and suspension result¬ 
ing in sharper and more engaging on-road behav¬ 
iour. 

Subaru has also been busy in the Outback’s 
cabin as the overall ambience has been improved 
thanks to a significant uplift in quality. 

New trim materials, a new fascia and seats help 
boost the car’s premium class credentials, along¬ 
side revised engines, 

Subaru is rolling out a trick suite of active 
safety measures, including an auto brake function, 
intelligent cruise control and a lane departure 
warning system. 

Admired among the Subaru faithful for its no- 
nonsense personality, practical cabin and easy-on- 
the-eye looks, the Outback offers an interesting 
blend of (almost) go-anywhere abilities, plus 
durable mechanicals. 


This revised Outback is closer to its European 
rivals in the refinement and quality departments 
than ever before, although it remains a niche con¬ 
sideration for most buyers.

Although well equipped in standard trim, 
you’ll need to pick an auto transmission car if 
you want to benefit from Subaru’s trick active 
safety package. 

Furthermore, diesel remains the smart choice if 
you want to reduce your tax and fuel outlay. 

If the current crop of fashion-led SUVs bring 
you out in a rash, Subaru’s polished, yet no-non¬ 
sense Outback offers a good blend of versatility, 
useful technology, all-weather practicality and 
understated style.

Kane was also runner-up to 
Chelsea’s Eden Hazard in the 
Footballer of the Year award and 
was named in the Premier League’s 
team of the year as a result of his 
exploits throughout the campaign. 

“It is amazing,” the 21-year-old 
said. “It is a very proud moment for 
myself and my family - hopefully 
the first of many to come. 

“I have got to keep working hard, 
but to be recognised by your fellow 
players is something special and it 
is a night that I won’t forget. It is 
incredible. 

“This season has been unreal. A 
lot has changed in the last 12 
months but I’ve always believed in 
my ability and have been waiting 
for a chance to express myself. I 
didn’t think it would happen as 
quickly as it has done but I have 
managed to ride the wave and the 
season has got better and better. 

“I got the opportunity with the 
gaffer and I have really enjoyed my 
season so far, I have taken my 
chance.” 

Kane added: “We have worked 
hard and I have worked hard to get 
to where we are now. It is going 


great and hopefully it is just the 
start with more to come. 

“My favourite moment was prob¬ 
ably making my England debut and 
getting that goal - it was a very 
proud moment. 

“For a footballer to represent their 
country is the pinnacle and I’m very 
proud. I was able to do that and it 
was a moment I won’t forget.” 

Kane was unable to add to his 
goal tally on Saturday, when Spurs 
twice came from behind to draw 2-2 
at Southampton to remain sixth in 
the Premier League table. 

Graziano Pelle grabbed both of 


Southampton’s goals, but Erik 
Lamela and Nacer Chadli replied 
for Tottenham to ensure that head 
coach Mauricio Pochettino avoided 
defeat on his return to his former 
club. 

The match also saw Hugo Lloris 
make his comeback after a month 
on the sidelines, and the keeper was 
delighted to return. 

“It was a tough game, as we 
expected,” he said. “After a month it 
was a pleasure to come back into 
the team and it was a good feeling. 

“My absence is part of football 
but it was good for Michel Vorm 


because he did well for the team. 
There is a good spirit in the team, 
especially between the goalkeepers. 

“We could have done better in the 
first half and their first goal put us 
in a bit of trouble but, after that, we 
had a good reaction and showed 
character to come back twice, so 
that was positive. 

“However, we’re also disappointed 
because we wanted to win this 
game. We got the feeling that if we 
scored before them we could have 
won the game but that’s football. At 
the end we have to be happy with 
the draw.”

HARINGEY BOROUGH rounded 
off their record-breaking Essex 
Senior League campaign in fitting 
style by securing an astonishing 12-0 
triumph at home to Tower Hamlets 
on Saturday.
